Some of these were summarily rejected 
then and there, some were forwarded to the Collector, and sume of them were 
taken by His Honor with him. One of these petitions was submitted by Babu 
Kanhaiya Singh. In this pee. which properly speaking contained what the 
entire Hindu community of Azamgarh thought, it was distinctly stated that the 
late riots were caused by one Sarishtaddér, one Naib Tahsilddr, and one Police 
Inspector. One Muthra Singh, a zamindar, unable to bear his troubles, made bold 
to go and stand before His Honor’s carriage in order to represent his grievances. 
The Commissioner asked him to stand out of the way or he would be trampled 
death. He replied: “I had much rather be trampled to death as half the mem- 
bers of my family have fled and half are in jail. Neither I nor anybody eis 
of my family took part in the riot; on the contrary, I with folded hands 
requested the rioters to go back or we would be incriminated; and so they @@..

No doubt, 

the Hindu religion enjoins upon Hindus the protection of kine even at the 

sacrifice of their own lives. But as the country is under foreign rule, and they have 
been deprived of all power, the writer does not think that they are bound to ca 

out the religious injunction in this matter under such circumstances.

It is believed ‘that the Maulvi 
at the city mosque rebuked the Musalmans for unnecessarily assembling in such 
multitudes on that day. Rumours are afloat that a disturbance of the peace 
will occur on the day of Chehlum (2nd September). The Magistrate should issue 
a proclamation strictly prohibiting the spread of such disquieting rumours.

A witness, for instance, states that he saw an 
pe fae rson fleeing in a certain direction, and the policeman slily adds— 
“with the property.” It is thus easily seen how very necessary it is to protect 
the unwary witness ‘from the fabrications of the police themselves. To gua 
‘nst this evil the writer suggests that the police may be directed never to record 
the statement ofa witness except in the presence of some respectable zamindars or 
other raises of the place, and then to take the signatures of the latter on the 
‘evidence 80 recorded. The accused and the complainant may also be allowed to 
make ‘their statement to the police in the presence of their respective pleaders or 
mukhtars only. ‘The writer also complains that though the-police are permitted by 
the law tokee pan accused man in their custody for not more than 24 hours, yet 
they really detain him for two and even three days together; and though friends 
may be forthcoming to stand security for him, they will not release him but ill-treat 
him in various ways until they are handsomely bribed.
